. WASHINGTON — President 
Ronald Reagan, seeking to avert a 
congressional reversal of his South 
Africa policy, offered Monday to 
invoke new — bat limited — sanc- 
tions against the white-minority 
government in Pretoria. 

Mr. Reagan's decision came 
shortly before the House was to 


carry out foreign policies relatively 
independent from that of the Sovi- 
et Union. 

General Jarazelski's stop here is 
expected to be the Gist in a series of 
visits to China by leaders of Soviet- 
bloc countries. Erich Hooedter, the 
East German leader, is scheduled 
to arrive next mouth, and Janos 
Kadar or another senior Hungarian 
party leader is expected within the 
next year.

The shot rebounded, 
striking the French soldier. 

Four French soldiers in the UN 
peacekeeping force have died and 
34 have been wounded in recent 
bomb and gun attacks in southern 
Lebanon. Most of those attacks 
were blamed by local security 
sources on Shiite Moslem extrem- 
ists loyal to Iran.

MOSCOW — Nikolai N. Seme- 
nov, 90, a Soviet chemist whose 
work on the mechanism of chemi- 
cal reactions won him the Nobel 
Prize in Chemistry in 1956, died 
Thursday in the Soviet Union. 

He shared the Nobel prize with 
Sir Cyril N. Hmshdwood erf Ox- 
ford for demonstrating that 
branched and rnihrawriiwri chain 
reactions are the general rale in the 
chemical transformation of matter. 

Previously, it was bettered that 
chemical processes followed simple 
laws and that chain reactions were 
rare exceptions. 

The work had applications for 
the refining of petroleum and natu- 
ral gases and for combustion in 
internal combustion and jet en- 
gines, and it contributed to theories 
on nuclear fission.

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Critics Try to Block U.S. 
On Cutting More Forest

WASHINGTON — The people 
of Puerto Rico know the Caribbean 
National Forest as el Yunque, the 
Anvfl. It is the only tropical rain 
finest in the U.S. forest qntem, and 
environmentalists and scientists 
have angrily protested apian call- 
ing for more than one-fiftb of its 
30.000 acres (about 12/UO hect- 
ares) to be harvested for timber 
over the next 45 years. 

Francisco Javier Blanco, execu- 
tive director of the Puerto Rican 
Conservation Trust, predicted that 
such a harvest in the fragile ecosys- 
tem would cause “serious environ- 
mental problems," altering rainfall 
pattons and wiping out endan- 
gered species, such as the Puerto 
Rican parrot. The only reason for 
the plan, he charged, is (he Reagan 
administration's policy of increas- 
ing timber prodnctioin from nation- 
al forests. 

- Terry Tmold, the Forest Servioe 
planning officer m Puerto Rico, 
said that only areas cot in the past 
for charcoal - would be harvested, 
aqd that the wood-was needed far 
tlte Fiforto R|am economy. 

. The Forest Service is under fire 
for many shmlar,- recently pub- 
lished plans, all required by the 
National Forest Management Act 
of 1976. The plans often call for 
sharply increased timber harvests, 
new roads into virgin areas and 
ded grazing, muring and oil 


_ activity. 

The plans are frequently at- 
tacked by conservation or hm 
organizations, citizen groups 
others who see their interests 
fhreatBwd. 

Critics such as Peter Kirby, a 
forert ex p ert Iot the Wilde rn ess So- 
dety, said the plans would inflict a 
beany toll on die wildlife, water 
qnahty and recreation in the forests 
while providing taxpayer- subsi- 
dized windfalls to industry. 

Officials such as Everett L. 
Towle, director of land manage- 
ment planning far the Forest Ser- 
vice, contend that the plans will 
providc'vital wood and other com- 
modities while insuring that the 
forests serve the needs of all Ameri- 
cans, 

Last week the Forest Service re- 
leased long-range plans that envis- 
age a doubling of the timber cut to 
20 bflbon bored feet (about 7 bil- 
lion meters) and the construction 
of hundreds of thousands of mUes 
of logging roads by 2030. 

Meanwhile, conservation groups 
appealed a plan to double timber

All can be arrested by 
energetic radiation — typically, a zap erf 
gamma rays. The US. Food and Drug Ad- 
mini «*rftion recently approved the sale of 
irrad.. : fruit and may soon allow that of 
fish and poultry. Is that hasty? Irradiated 


The food does not become radioactive. 
The mam safety concern is that the g amm a 
rays, from a radioactive source, produce 
what chemists call free radicals. These dis- 
ruptive agents agitate among other mole- 
cules and create mew chemicals in the irradi- 
ated food. The Food and Drug Admjnistra- 
tion does not consider free r adic al s a 
srri™™ menace. It contends that the new 
prodnets are so «nit1ar to natural chemicals 
as to pose no unusual problem; and besides, 
they are created in insignificant amounts. 

That is an interesting theory. Who® is 
.the proof? Preserving food by radiat i on is 
an old idea. Studies have a ccu mulate d on 
ffxling irradiated food to animals . The 
agency recently reviewed more than 400, 
rejecting all but 67 as worthless. Of the 67, 
about half conclude that irradiated food is 

toxic, half that it isn’t That is hardly areal

No to the Nuclear Umbrella 


The Labor Party now commits Britain to 
a future in which it is neither a n ndcar 
power nor one protected by the A merican 
guarantee. The declaration [by Ned 
Kinn ock on Sunday] will have a grievously 
harmful effect upon relations with the Unit- 
ed States. Both Caspar Weinberger, the 
American secretary of de f ense, and Richard 
Perie, his assistant secretary, have warned 
ihnt Labor’s commitment to banish Amen- 
can unclear bases from British territory is a 
threat to the alliance. Neither seems to haws 
foreseen this still snore extreme s t a te me nt 
of intention, which is tantamount to an 
expression of neutralism. 

Militarily, the implications of the decla- 
ration are almost too large to comprehend. 
A Britain outride the American unclear 
system would rob the United States erf its 
most important military foothold on tins 
ride of the Atlantic. It would weaken the 
resolve of the smaller NATO countries to 
accept the basing erf A merican n uclear 
wegpnmt on their territory.

The anlhons of the plan are con- 
vinced that there is no prospect of 
a pickup in employment canting 
from any other direction. If thor 
recommoidations for coordinated 
monetary expansion and fi scal re - 
laxafion in the European Commu- 
nity are not adopted, they warn, 
then by 1990 European joblessness 
will be almost unchanged. 

P rofessor Modigliani sees the 
<rf these propos als be ing 
tafrr up by European governments 
as “extremely dim.” He says that 
there is now “a surprising lack of 
co nc ern about die unemployment 
situation.” As an issue, “it has al- 
most tfisaraprared from sight.” 

The OECD agrees. In an unusu- 
ally st rongl y worded report on jobs, 
hs secretarial in Pans last week 
described present unemployment 
levels as “a scandal” It called on 
governments of the 24 industrial- 
ized member nations to stop toler- 
ating tiie situation and adopt new 

“work for alT poliaes. 

The OECD’s projections pointed 


especially in Europe, to be a new 
social consensus that high unem- 
ployment has become a fact off life. 
That joblessness should affect a 
fifth of all school-leavers is regard- 
ed as merely unfortunate, even 
though a few years ago it would 
have been unthinkable. There is 
dm ap p aren tly little public aware- 
ness that a “lost generation” of un- 
skilled and unemployable young 
Europeans is being created. 

America’s success in combating 

unemployment is often shrugged 

off in Europe as lucky. 

European acceptance erf chronic 
structural unemployment has 
meant that most ideas for creating 
jobs by stimulating economic 
growth rates have been given shot 
shrift. Governments have argued 
that teflationazy tactics cany too 
high a risk of inflation, and have 


influential officials and policy plan- 
ners for some sort of European jobs 
strategy is growing. The recent 
OECD “Employment Outlook” 
urges a number cf measures for 
promoting economic growth that 
are akin to the reflationary mea- 
sures bong advanced by Professor 
Modigjiaxri and four other distin- 
guished macro-economists brought

Piaggi. Washing a safari in Lager- 
feld’s kitchen, Piaggi wears “a 
bustier designed by Soda De- 
lazmayfor a production of Fokme’t 
‘Cleopatra’ by the Ballets Rosses in 
1909” 

In another scene, she wears a 
Walmwaga navy bine grosgrain, 
printed with white polka dots. 
“Probably 1940s. Found in Paris, 
at Marche Malik. The Anna- 
Chroniqne touch: I padded die 
hips with a croissant-shaped pan- 
nier from the wardrobe of an opera 
anger.” 

Acting instinctively and without 
any apparent logic, Piaggi might 
mix a fisherman’s cotton T-shirt 
bought in Ischia with a sun-ray, 


pleated gold lamfc skirt which was 
once part of a 1950s Oeopam- 
Style evening dress by Guy Lar- 
oche. 

Or the win combine a long, or- 
ange miri white, full-length squirrel 
coat by Lagerfeld for Fendi with 
the oddest accessories — such as a 


handbag “which is actually a glove

Egyptians , Rich and Poor , Feel the Pinch of Reduced Imports , Subsidies

CAIRO — For the first time in 
recent memory, a financial anster-

subsidies and imports. 

When the government cot Mo- 
hammed AbdeLGhanfs monthly 
soap ration from 36 bars to four, 
he, ms wife and eight children had 
to do without He cannot afford 
soap in retail stores on his night 
watchman’s salary, which is the 
equivalent of $45 a month. 

Magdi Allam was ready to pay 
$63,000 for a new Mercedes-Benz. 
He was furious to learn that foreign 
cars were among 210 luxury im- 
ports banned under a new decree. 

Implemented under pressure 
from the International Monetary 


Fund, the belt- tightening is de- 
signed to appease Egypt’s creditors 
and retain its creditworthiness. A 
subsidy program that race cost 
several billion dollars annually will 
gradually be reduced by raising toe 
price of water, electricity, gasoline 
and public transportation. 

The amounts of subsidized Hens 
in government stores and on ration 
cards are being reduced. Many of 
toe items then show op at market 
prices on shelves of retail stores. 

Last year, the government low- 
ered the exchange rate of the Egyp- 
tian pound against toe U-S. dollar 
for airline tickets and hotel rooms 
by 60 percent. Coupled with last 
month’s application of toe new rate 
for customs transactions, the move 
effectively meant a 60-percent 
price increase for imports. 

Other import limits followed, to 


conserve Egypt’s meager foreign 
«rh»ngp reserves. They banned 
horary goods and other items that 
have a locally made counterpart, 
even if tins is of poorer quality. 

Because Egypt imports nearly 60 
pe r cent of its food and most of its 
industrial goods, prices are expect- 
ed to rise between 30 percent to 35 
percent as a result at toe program. 

P rime Minister AH Lntfi, an 
economist, analyzed Egypt's prob- 
lems in a magazine interview. 

“We have to face the situation 
honestly" he raid. “We consume 
more than we produce. We import 
more than we export, and we are 
increasing in population at a rate 
that is for beyond the rate of in- 
crease in the agricultural land."

This time, even toe rich are com- 
plaining because the import ban 
includes furniture, color televi- 
sions, videotape players, fresh fruit 
and vegetables, meat and poultry, 
spices, chocolates, cigarettes, cloth- 
ing, toys and electrical appliances. 

Egypt’s per capita income is 
$650 a year. But many people make 
mprfi fryq and are having trouble 
coping. 

Ahmed Mohammed, a messen- 
ger, supports a family of eight on 
the equivalent of $60 a month. 

He said toe government had 
phased out one-piaster loaves of 
bread, replacing them with loaves 
costing 2 piasters, or about 15 U.S. 
cents. “If you don’t get to the bak- 
ery early in the morning, you have 
to buy H from the black market for 


five piasters a loaf,” Mr. Moham- 
med said. 

Several months ago, subsidized 
sugar suddenly doubled to 15 pias- 
ters per kilogram (2-2 pounds). It 
cost 80 piasters a kilogram at regu- 
lar simps when the government 
stores ran out. 

Bus tickets doubled to 10 pias- 
ters a ticket. Gasoline prices We 
twice been increased. 

Mr. Abdd-Ghani, the night 
watchman, said he us ed to get 16 
packets of tea. Two months ago; 
that ration was reduced to right As 
for the soap, Ik said toe subsidized 
price is 12 pasters and toe cost in 
regular shops is 20 piasters. 

“With the price of everything 
gljag gfiing up," he said, “there are 
many other priorities. We’ll just 
have to do without soap.”

N EW DELHI — Hie princess 
Of the long-extinct Indian 
kingdom of Oudh has had a very 
bad first year in her new “palace.” 
It is a 600-year-old, crumbling 

stone monument called Makha 
Mahal that has no water, no elec- 
tricity and several hundred bats. 

The woman’s childre n say that 
the g over nm ent of India should 
be ashamed for giving her a home 
in such disgusting condition. To 
make sure a visitor imtfcfstflmte 
how unhappy they all are, the 
royal family’s 24-year-old sen, 
Ponce AK Razs, orders a servant 
to jab a stick toward the ceiling in 
fln dB Moriibimia room. 
flap and screech in all directions, 
leaving their droppings on Ihe ori- 
ental carpet. 

Princess WSayac Mahal, the 
Begum of the Royal House of 
Oudh, has for years been one of 
the more bizarre characters in In- 
dia. For a decade, until she was 
evicted last May, die lived with 
her children and a dogs in 
the New Delhi train station. Her 
propose was to shame the govern- 
ment into retu rning her ancestral 
property, which she says was ille- 
gally seized when the British de- 
posed her great-grandfather, the 
Nawab Wajid AK Shah, more 
than a century ago. 

She particularly is wAing the 
return of the family palace in 
Lucknow, currently used as a 
pharmaceutical research center. 
Other property of the family is 
used by the government for li- 
braries, courts and galleries. 

The begum is not alone in her 
reduced circa instances. Many of 
India’s princely families, whose 
lrrngdnrTTg ma<i> np a third of the 
country at the time of indepen- 
dence in 1947, have lost all of the 
power and most of the wealth 
they once enjoyed. They used to 
receive government stipends, but 
these were withdrawn in 1971 be- 
cause of political pressure on In- 
dira Gandhi. 


The b^nm comes from a fam- 
ily of Suite Moslems whose wom- 
en were especially fierce in stand- 
ing up to the British. 

These days, she wears a regal 
blade gown and cape, and her 
haggard face looks older than hex 
56 years. Shotbas difficulty talk- 
ing because of what her chfldreu 
say is a jaw injury. 

It was no less than theu-Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi who, af- 
ter bring tdd about the begum 
during a visit to the traip gtati/wi 
in 1984, ordered the then-home 
minister to find her a more suitr 
able residence. A t**™ was sent 
out to inspect possible homes. 
Msldw Mahal (“mahal” means 
palace) was one of die few sug- 
gested that wasn’t in total ruins. 

But nobody in the government 
is certain that the hegnm was giv- 
en Malcha Mahal. The former 
home minister says nothing was 
decided, and his successors don’t 
know where to find the file. 

The Archaeological Survey of 
India, which, oversees historic 
mn n am a ats , is moving to have the 
begnm evicted from what turns 
out to be the only wefl-preserved 
bunting lodge brill by Feroze 
Shah Tuglnk, the ruler erf Delhi in 
1325. “We want the m onumen t 
back,” says the survey’s director- 
general, Nagaraja Rao. 

Although the monument is 
only a five-minute drive from 
some Delhi's luxury holds, it is a 
journey that takes you back sever- 
al centuries. First there is a wind- 
ing drive through heavy under- 
brush to a sign that reads 
“ Entra nce Strictly Forbidden — 
The Rq House cf Ondh.” Next to 
it is a warning to “Be cautious far 
hound dogs.” Finally, at the end 
of a steep, rocky path, sits Makha 
Mahal, a squat, open-air hniv 
with enormous axebed doorways. 

The monument is quiet and 
dank. On the walls are a few 
shields, a sword and a picture of 
dm begum's other sen, who died 
mysteriously at the train ctatinn 
some yean ago. (The family says

the cause of death was “sad- 
ness.”) A few potted plants are 
scattered around. Bat droppings 
fall periodically from the 
and a Doberman snails in a cor- 
ner. 

' “You must take some tea,” says 
Princess Sricana regally. Off in 
another room, a servant uses a 
kerosene stove to heal the water, 
which is delivered by truck to the 
monumen t once a month. It is

The 
prince and begnm say that as roy- 
alty, they must never work. “It is 
better to be in the grip of death 
rather than in the grip of a job,” 
says the prince.

Oudh was one of the greatest of 

thpgft, si fnatnd in the fertile plains 
of die Ganges River. Like many 
of the kingdoms, it was peacefully 
bought off in a treaty with the 
East India Company, the British 
trading concern that ran the sub- 
continent. 

But in 1856, the British an- 
nexed Oudh directly to the crown, 

complaining that the Nawab Wa- 
jid AK Shall, the begum's great- 
grandfather, was more interested 

m than in producing 

revenue. The nawab pleaded with 
the British but they refused to 
listen. 

The Indian government has 
never disputed the begum's claim. 
Railway officials say she lived in 
Pakistan until her husband died, 
and then am* to India with her 
children sometime in the 1960s. 
The former Prime Minister Jawa- 
h«rial Nehru gave die family a 
house in Kashmir, railway offi- 
cials say, but it burned down in 
1971. The begum suspects arson. 
Railway records from January 
1975 note that she “occupied” the 
train station “along with a squad 
c i ferocious dogs.” The next year, 
tilC fvpmt prat, thr. state Of 
Uttar Pradesh offered her a mod- 
ern home, but she refused, saying 
dial die wanted only what was 
rightfully hen, her ancestral 
p ro per ty. Finally, a new station 
manager who teak over last year 
says he threatened to shoot the 
begnm’s dogs and told her he 
would physically remove her if 
she didn’t leave.
